Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: With respect to the standing 103 rejection, applicants explained that 
obtaining an antibody specifically targeting the extracellular ABC transporter has been extremely difficult in the art, and 
the unique approach of instant invention is to use living cells as well as retroviral vector expressing the extracellular 
portion of the BCRP. Applicants also request suggestions as how to further pursue the application. The Examiners 
suggested applicants could focus on overcoming the 103 rejection by presenting evidence of the degree of 
predictability (expectation of success) when obtaining the claimed antibodies using the method taught in the cited art of 
record. 
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
